The hands of the clock are a stylized Caduceus 
(hour) and Staff of Aesculapeas (minute), both de¬ 
rived from the ancient Tree of Life which signified 
immortality, and eventually became associated 
with the healing arts.

Promoting Unemployment 

’Twin evils of political expediency and inflation are 
imposing cruel paradoxes upon the people of this country. 
Never in history was there such a welter of “social” legis¬ 
lation designed to improve the lot of what the politicians 
like to call the common man, whoever he is. Hardly a day 
passes without press releases from Washington, advising 
the country, that another group of citizens is scheduled to 
receive subsidies, benefits or payments of one kind or 
another. All of this, on top of the war in Viet Nam, inevit¬ 
ably results in new “high cost of living” reports. 

As inflation quickens, new areas of poverty are created 
for p)eople living on fixed incomes, social security benefits, 
annunities and so forth. The search for palliatives to please 
voting blocs and pressure groups becomes more frantic. 
Among measures now in Congress, is the perennial ques¬ 
tion of Increasing the Federal Minimum Wage and extend¬ 
ing coverage under the Wage-Hour law. A survey of a 
group of department stores to determine the impact of 
the originally proposed Increase of $1.75 an hour, now 
reduced to $1.60, produces some shocking conclusions. One 
hundred and twenty seven retail enterprises responded to 
the survey. The replies covered the operations of 339 retail 
units located in 38 of the 50 states and employing over 
50,000 regular employees. 

If the original proposal to Increase the wage to $1.75 
an hour and extend coverage, under the Fair Labor Stan¬ 
dards Act, had been accepted by Congress, the law would 
have had the following effect: 1. Price increases would 
have ranged from 5 to 10 per cent or more — greatly 
exceeding the President's wage guidelines. 2. Retail em¬ 
ployment would be reduced. 3. Some stores would have 
been closed because of inability to meet the added labor 
costs or the costs of the red tape thrust upon them. 4. 
Many services consumers now get free would be discon¬ 
tinued. The $1.60 figure will be little better. 

Regardless of the action Congress takes on the mini¬ 
mum wage question, laws of this kind are not an answer 
to inflation. They simply create a mirage of well-being. 

Watch Your Hidel 

Taxes have been described as the price we pay for 
civilization. By the looks of things, we may be getting too 
civilized for our own good. 

The editor of the Belton, Texas, Journal and Democrat, 
observes that: “More taxes seem to be coming. Something 
ought to give . . . and many of us hope the Great Society 
will be curtailed, while we are still alive to enjoy the 
society we already have. Some government economists look 
upon us taxpayrs as sheep, figuring we can be sheared 
and sheared again. True, but you can skin a sheep only 
once.” 

If any of the voters are worrying about this, they 
might look in the mirror to find the cause of their concern 
When we ask for federal handouts we get them for votes 
— but we pay for them in taxes, and then some. When we 
send a tax dollar to Washington, the “free lunch” we get 
back may only be worth fifty cents, with political overhead, 
carrying charges and inflation taken out. If we want to 
give our wool for civilization, but keep our ideas for our¬ 
selves, we can make our wishes known in the voting booth 
at every opportunity.

Having had trouble with the New Math, we probably 
shouldn't feel embarrassed at a puzzlement over Governor 
Brown’s new fiscal logic as applied to his proposal for 
increased state income taxes. 

The Governoi' wants to get $143 million more out of 
us, and has asked the legislature to arrange, among other 
things, the elimination of the personal and dependency 
exemptions, and the substitution therefor of a flat tax 
credit of $15 for a single person, $30 for a married couple, 
and $7 for each dependent. 

So far so good, at least as far as understanding what 
it is Pat wants done. Now we come to his reasoning in 
defense of such a change; and this is where he loses us. 

The Governor points out that a taxpayer in the lowest 
bracket pays a 1 per cent levy while one in the highest 
bracket pays 7 per cent. This he approves. But he doesn’t 
seem to approve the graduated tax principle in relation 
to deductions. As we get it, he reasons that the same de¬ 
duction for both extremes in the tax bracket gives the 7 
per cent man seven times the rebate per dependent that 
the 1 per cent man gets, or $42 to $6. His proposed flat 
deduction of $7 per dependent, therefore, would give the 
low Income man, for whom the gubernatorial heart bleeds 
fiscally, a whole dollar more a year to support each child. 

Maybe it’s a great idea, but the logic escapes us. Any¬ 
way, as the San Francisco Chronicle has suggested, wouldn’t 
it be better to wipe away the crocodile tears and just say 
frankly we gotta have more dough? And for what? 

Coincidental Compliment 

California, and the San Francisco Bay Area in par¬ 
ticular, was paid a pretty if rather oblique compliment 
the other day by Arthur M. Schlesinger, Jr. Mr. Schlesinger, 
noted historian and aide to President Kennedy, was in San 
Francisco to give a great big intellectual hand to Thomas 
Braden, candidate for Lieutenant Governor. 

Explaining that he knows both of Mr. Braden’s op¬ 
ponents in the Democratic primary, incumbent Glenn An¬ 
derson and former State Department aide Lloyd Hand, 
and didn’t want to make “invidious comments about them,” 
Mr. Schlesinger offered sheer coincidence as the reason 
for his San Francisco appearance and accolade. 

“This notion that Robert Kennedy has some sort of 
master plan — sending his agents throughout the Nation 
to bring about some grand design — is just not so,” he 
said. “I think the press makes too much of the idea of 
planned politics . . . Accident, coincidence and improvisa¬ 
tion play a much bigger part than most people understand.” 

We have no more desire than does; Mr. Schlesinger 
to make invidious comments, so we will accept as coin¬ 
cidence the fact that he stopped off in San Francisco be¬ 
tween a Los Angeles business appointment and an im¬ 
minent Kansas City date. We accept it as a compliment, 
sort of, to our state’s scenic appeal that he wanted to 
make that time-consuming detour.
